BRITAIN'S PROBLEM AND. 
IRELAND'S CHOICE. 


——-é— “-“—— 


HE embarrassment of British live stock 

eS producers at the increasing momentum 
with which prices for beef and bacon 

have fallen, though it will not relieve the 
situation in Ireland, is evidence of two im- 
portant facts. It is quite plain that we 
should be passing through very critical times 
even if the political situation had not brought 
about a crisis in Irish farming, which—how- 
ever blame is to be distributed—is, in itself, 
as unnecessary as it is disastrous. It also 
proves that no more inopportune time than 
this could be chosen for complicating 
economic distress by adding political up- 
heaval to it. Beef was selling late last 
month in London for threepence per pound. 
The one mercy some British agriculturists 
could discern in their conditions was the 
scarcity of Irish beef in Britain! The 
moral is not, as half-thinking peopla may 
suggest, that Irish beef should continue in- 
definitely to seek other foreign outlets or 
be consumed at lume; it is that a return 
to normal conditions, if it should come about 
in reasonable time, will not mean a return 
to old prices; it will mean an immense effort 
to recapture old markets, at values which 
may easily prove to be less than production 
costs. Now, beef and bacon may be regarded 
as alternatives, to a considerable “Ei 8 and 
with the breakaway in beef prices, many 
farmers both in Ireland and Britain will turn 
with almost a strained interest to the Report, 
of the Reorganisation Commission for Pigs 
and Pig Products to see what, if any, glim- 
apie | of hope this may bring them.

The British Proposals. 


As the Report is in line with recent British 
legislative tendencies, particularly the Agn- 
cultural Marketing Act, and may well mark 
a completely new era in the pig and bacon 
industry, we will outline its general shape. 
Five distinct, bodies. are proposed to handle 
the industry: A Permanent Organisation of 
Bacon Ourers and Pig Producers framed in 
accordance with the Agricultural Marketin 
Act, a Pig Industry Development Boa 
(partly nominated by the curers’ and pro- 
dueers’ organisation), a Reorganisation Com- 
mission for policy (which would work in 
conjunction with the Development Board 
but would advise in respect of policy for a 
agricultural products), a Quota Advisory 
Committee, and a Bacon Imports Advisory 
Committee of importers and distribrtors, ‘This 
complex intervention—its severér critics will 
say * interference ’’—of the Stats in what is 
both an agricultural and an industrial busi- 
hess is framed for working out a profitable 
and. efficient basis for pig produc- 
tion, with a quota, a defined price 
system, based upon the cost of feeding- 
stuffs, an me. ate. ye in quality, and a fixed

ham. The total supplies at the start will be 
on a basis calculated from the average “ home 
requirements,”” as measured by the six-year 
period 1925-30.

The present contribution of Britain 
to her own pig products is only 15 per cent., 
and it is contemplated to increase this pro- 
bos. If in doing so the efficiency of 

ritish producers—which is said to have 
given a lead to production all over the world 
—is not increased, if the workless and the 
poor complain too emphatically of the in- 
creased cost of food, if improved standardisa- 
tion fails seriously to reduce competition from 
Latvia, Poland, Denmark, etc’, or if the 
bacon curers. convince the public that they 
cannot work the scheme in the absence of 
guaranteed prices, it may fail to succeed or 
even to materialise. But we think the ex- 
periment will be made. 


Britain's Experiment and an Irish 
Quota. 


How is such an experiment likely to affect 
the Irish pig and bacon trades? Even in 
normal circumstances, no infallible prediction 
can be given in answer to that question, but 
at present all our pigs are sold in pokes— 
pokes of many sizes and shapes, and fuller of 
concealment than ever before! There is, of 
course, the 20 per cent. duty to consider, 
with the possibility that it may go up, down 
or off, as the Anglo- British controversy de- 
velops. There is, too, the possibility of 
‘** countering ” the British tariffs by Irish 
bounties, with the further possibility that 
Irish taxpayers—not ghee | farmers them- 
selves—may put up so formidable an opposi- 
tion to any large extension of that policy as 
to make the life of the Government unsafe. 
The most unsatisfactory element in the 
farmers’ situation is its incertitudes, with the 
inevitable hand-to-mouth policies they dictate. 
Too many months of it may ruin Irish farm- 
ing; a few years of it must do so. These 
points apart, there is, further, the question 
of the quota itself. The excellently reasoned 
report of the Irish Tariff Commission, issued 
in May this year—which, it will be remem- 
bered, did not favour a bacon tariff—gives our 
pig population for 1931 as 1.227.005, and 
the home market for pigs at 719,000, or the 
equivalent of 780,000 ewts. of bacon. 
imports were 370,000 ewts., and if these were 
entirely shut out and there were no reduc- 
tion in home consumption (consequent on 
increased price) the total potential consump- 
tion would, we take it, work out at 1.158.000 
cwts. This is a larger consumption than 1s 
probable (at higher prices), and would not 
exhaust the pig population—not to consider 
its, cancelling all possibilities of increased 
expansion. On the other hand, our actual 
export of bacon, on the six- -year period 
covered in the British Report, if allotted on 
a percentage basis, would allow of an export 
of over 450,000 ewts., which was less than 
our 1930 and more than our 1929 export. 
There waquid be nothing penalising in the 
figure, considered in itself, and if we were 
wise ehough to negotiate an agreement on 
the Canadian parallel we could export all 
our probable surplus, either as pigs or bacon, 
subject, of course, to a remunerative return. 
Since pig exports will also be affected and 
ours might suffer an embargo, the situation 


is grave. 


Price, Supply and Demand. 
‘Alternate Market. - 


That, given an open market in Britain for 
a reasonable quota of bacon around 112s. 
per cwt., with a pig export expanding or 
contracting under normal conlitions of supply 
and demand, the situation of the Irish farmer 
would he greatly improved by easy access to 
Britain in the projected conditions there can 
he no reasonable doubt. It is welcomed by 
farmers in Northern Ireland. We would still 
have to work towards greater efficiency in 
production, reduced costings and, perhaps, 
the group system—a form, we take it, of co- 
operation—recommended to British farmers 
in the Commission’s report. Farmers would 
still have to consider uniformity or, at least, 
standardisation. A New Zealand authority, 
pointing out to his fellow-countrymen one 
of Denmark's advantages, writes: “It is a 
marvellous thing to see the carcases. . 
They are as uniform and as regular as the 
hacks of a pack of cards.” In the best 
circumstances, we cannot, then, afford to 
ignore our competitors. If we fall out in 
the race, others will seize the market. Den- 
mark’s pig supply having fallen—it had risen 
by over 60 per cent, between 1926 and 1950— 
Sweden is row looking for part of the trade, 
through negotiations with Britain. If our 
farmers do not want to be left so severely 
alone as that, they must live by eating each 
other’s bacon; they should make their wishes 
clearly understood, It is the small farmer 
who must make up his mind. Does he want 
the trade or not? Britain and Ireland are 
virtually the only consumers of bacon in a 
Europe which caters eagerly for this trade. 
If we fail to negotiate our pig and bacon 
output seems doomed. There are no alterna- 
tive markets but the British and our own. 
Once our own are supplied, the alternatives 
are the British or mone. The time for

“THE WAY OUT.” 

In the F.B.I. “Business Barometer and 
Trade Forecast” for the fourth quarter of 
1932, the examination of the preplem of

Obscure Verse. 


While on the subject of poetry, I ‘am 
reminded that in Ireland we have no 
prominent members of the ultra modern 
school of poets and -authors—none, for 
instance, writing, or at least publishing, 
poetry or prose after the manner of 
Gertrude Stein or T. S. Eliot. As regards 
Mr. ~ Eliot—who is, by the way, an 
American of Irish ancestry—who has 
become a naturalised Englishman. the 
critics appear to have divided themselves 
into two classes: those who do not under- 
stand his poetry, but are loth to condemn, 
and those who do not understand it, and 
wonder how he has achieved by it such a 
reputation.

Hospital C harges. 


i A correspondent who has recently come 

from England to undertake a commercial 
post in Dublin is vigorous in his protests 
at the cost of treatment in Dublin hos- 
pitals: Some months ago, he says, his 
wife had to undergo a minor operation 
m an English city, where an inclusive 
charge of five guineas was all that was 
demanded. Faced with a return of his 
wife’s trouble, my. correspondent says 
that he had these alternatives: either 
to pay a specialist a very substantial 
fee, added to the cost of a nursing home, 
or tour guineas weekly for a private ward 
in a hospital; or to send his wife as a 
non-paying patient in a public. institu- 
tion. The problem is not a new 
one; but my friend’s letter suggests that 
the newly found wealth of Dublin’s hos- 
pitals should make it possible to adopt 
some via media between the nursinz home 
and the public ward. My correspondent 
suggests that such a eompromise would 
add to the laurels, as well as to the re- 
venues, of the medical profession, whose 
members are so frequently called upon 
to exert their skill without any monetary 
reward. 


A Relic of the Boyne.

SWEEPSTAKES MONEY. 


HOSPITALS’ SHARE BEING 
“ WHITTLED AWAY.” 


At the annual meeting of the Linen Guild 
Committee; Royal City of Dublin wig. oho 
Mr. Frank Crawley, President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, referred to the effects of 
the sweepstakes on the hospital. 
They had, he said, received £64,000 from 
the sweepstakes ; they had paid off their over- 
draft and had invested £40,000, Funds for 
the three Hospitals’ Sweepstakes of this year 
had not yet been distributed. At the present 
moment they could make no further progress. 
They wanted £60,000 to build an out-patients’ 
department and also a new children’s wing 
and roof-garden. They needed £150,000 to 
invest, so that they could obtain sufficient 
money each year to keep the hospital going. 
Voluntary ot tase hee he said, had dropped 
by fifty per cent., and the hospital would be 
unable to carry on unless they got the money 
which was now being held up. | 
The amount of money to wbich the hospitals 
were supposed to be entitled from the sweep- 
stakes was 25 per cent. of the proceeds. but 
this amount had been gradually whittled 
away, until now the hospitals were only 
getting 125 per cent., and even this was now 
being held up by the authorities. Of the rest 
of the money some had gone to the county 
hospitals and some in the form of taxation. 
eae | to the statement that the 
hospitals should provide 25 per cent. of their 
beds free, he said that it had always been the 
practice of the Royal City of Dublin Hospital 
to do this, and no patient had ever n 
turned away from it on the grounds that he 
was unable to pay for his bed. But they were 
faced with this position: their overdraft had 
increased in past years because they provided 
these free beds, and they had at last succeeded 
in wiping it out. They did. not now propose 
to start that overdraft again. Consequently, 
they must ask for more money from the 
authorities who were now holding it up.

RIVERS GOOD, BUT FEW FISH 
SHOWING, 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Dublin 
Conservators of Fisheries, held at 0 
Grafton street, Dr. R. R. Leeper ag ae 5 
Mr. Michael McNamara, head water bailiff, 
stated that the rivers in the district were in 
good order, but there were very few fish 
oe consequently no poaching had taken 

ace. 

i The work in connection with the river at 
Bray was going on rapidly, he said, but it 
would take a" Ting time to complete it, as 
the workmen were hampered at times by 
occasional flooding of tlie river. A portion 
of the river bed had been lowered by about 
two feet, and he believed it was intended to 
lower the remainder in like manner, This 
would make it easier for the fish to pass up 
and down the river. 

A statement was read from the Minister 
for Lands and Fisheries on the report sub- 
mitted by the Board in June 1931 regarding 
defective weirs and fish passes at Sidand- 
bridge, Chapelizod, Glenmaroon, Anna Liffey 
Mills, Clane. Co. Kildare; Athgarvan Mills, 
Kilcullen Mills, and Bray. 

It was explained that, in the case of weirs 
constructed or enhanced since 1842, the 
owners were obliged by law to construct fish 
passes of a design approved by the Fishery 
authority. In the case of weirs existing 
before that date and not since enhanced, the 
procedure for constructing fish passes therein 
was laid down in Section 63 of the Fisheries 
Act of 1842. In cases of the first kind, it 
was the duty of the ‘conservators to take 
action; while in those of the second, the 
conservators, being the ‘‘ persons interested,’ 
were not in a position to defray the costs of 
survey and of alteration or additional work, 
Regarding the Islandbridge pass, the state- 
ment went on to say that it was an approved 
one, and suggested that the head water 
bailiff should familiarise himself with the 
difference under the fishery laws between a 
fish pass and a free gap. The Chapelizod 
weir was said to have been erected before 
1842. In 1903 the owners offered to con- 
tribute to the cost of a fish pass. 
It was decided, on the suggestion of the 
Chairman, to write to the Department stating 
that the Board hed considered their reply, 
and would be obliged if they would give a 
definition of *‘fish pass” and “free gap.”

DEBATE AT RATHMINES, 


A motion, “ That the prosperity of the 
Irish Free State is bound up in its member- 
ship of the British Commonwealth,’’ was 
warmly discussed by the Rathmines Literary 
and Debating Society last night. 

Opening for the affirmative, Mr. A. H. 
Thomas said that prosperity demanded of a 
country the harnessing of its resources, the 
attainment of a state of integrity, and the 
command of the respect of its neighbours, 
especially those with whom it did business. 
Indicating the advantages of membership of 
the British Commonwealth of Nations, he 

inted to the ease with which business could 

e transacted between Lreland and other 
British Dominions as compared with the 
difficulty in transacting business with wr > 
country. ‘The national development of the 
Free State had been intertwined with that of 
England for the past seven hundred years, 
and, before England suspended the gold 
standard, English gold backed the Irish £. 

Leading the negative speakers, Mr. D..B. 
Good said that his ideas were founded on an 
unshakable faith in the high ideals of the 
Irish people, and not on budgets and year 
books. He admitted that the small State 
was dependent on the larger State, inasmuch, 
as agricultural countries were inter-dependent 
with industrial countries. The best brains of 
Ireland had, in the past, always been ex- 

rted, and the Civil Service lists of the 

olonies revealed that the brightest luminaries 
were Irishmen. If these men had found 
scope in their own country they would have 
been at the head of affairs to-day; the people 
only followed their present leaders for lack of 
bether men. England, he believed, would 
always buy from Ireland if Ireland did not 
go out of its way to wound and antagonise 
her neighbours.

In the Irish-speaking districts he did not 
“think that there was a proper conception on 
the part of the inspectorate that they were 
dealing with people. the language of whose 
daily lives was Irish. He did not believe 
that the position could be satisfactory until 
the Geeltacht was made a separate mspec- 
torial area. He advocated the encouragement 
and caltivation of physical exercise in the 
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“ MOST UNFAIR.” 


Mr. R. ANTHONY (Independent Lahour, 
Cork) said that having all the sympathy 
possible with the movement tor the spread 
of the Irish language, he thought it most 
unfair for any Minister in that House, es- 
pecially a Minister fer Education, to speak 
all the time in Irish—a language understood 
by about 10 per cent. of the members, gand 
still smaller number oniside. 


A TRAVESTY. 


Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Camann na nGaedheal, 
Dublin, North) said that he thought that it 
was a travesty that the Minister should make 
a speech in a language which was understood 
by only ten per cent. of the Deputies in that 
House. Did the Minister think that that 
was a serious debate, or that he was doing 
his duty, when spending five million pounds, 
to leave that House in such a position that it 
did not understand a word of what he was 
saying.

Mr. BRASIER (indept:, Cork W.) said 
that he was in sympathy with the teaching 
of lrish, but not with the teaching of sub- 
jects through Irish, He contended that more 
progress would be made with the teaching 
Irish by eliminating the compulsory 
element Personally, he was unable to un- 
derstand Irish, and was at a loss to deal 
with the statements of the Minister, which 
were made in the Irish language. 

Mr. T. MURPHY (Lab., Cork E.) said 
that among primary teachers at present there 
was a great deal of discontent because of 
the uncertainty of their position, and they 
would like to get. at the earliest opportunity 
a declaration from the Minister of his inten- 
tions. It was extraordmary that the 
teackers concerned were umable to make full 
representations to the Minister direct, The 
teachers bad no representation on the Com- 
mission inquiring into their salaries. In 
their work many teachers were handicapped 
tremendously by the conditions of the school 
buildings, which were eftem a menace to the 
health of the children—rain coming tarough 
the roof, cardboard, imstead of glass, in the 
windows, no sanitary accommodation, and so 
on, He hoped that the Minister wonld be 
able to do something tewards the supply of 
free books, the cost of which to poor parents 
meant a heavy burden.

Mr. M. HAYES (C. na nG., National 
University) agreed that children did not pay 
sufficient attention to the study of Inish, 
because they were not www Fr Iwsh history 
properly, and the great of the moment 
was the provision of age te 7g trained 
to de that work.

In the Gaeltacht teachers 
complained that they had a very difficult 
programme in English to teach. Some very 
sensible people thought that no English 
should be taught in the Gaeltacht, and he 
would be in favour of that himself were it 
not for his fear that parents would (aen 
teach, bad English to the children. 

In the Trish-speaking districts imspectors 
ought to have some regard to the conditions, 
and not expect the same results in English 
as they would in Dublin, Carlow; or Kil- 
kenny. 


Mr. M. O’CLERY (Fianna Fail, Mayo, N.), 
speaking in Irish, said that if Irish was not 
going ahead as it should the teachers were 
not to blame, because the business of the 
country, amd even of the Oireachtas, was 
done in English, a tongue which was as 
dominant now as it was ten years ago. The 
introduction @f the estimates in Irish by the 
Minister was the proper thing. 


INSANITARY SCHOOLS, 


Dr. HENNESSY (Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Dublin) said that there was much money 
being spent in relief works, and good use 
could be made of a portion of it in providing 
proper sanitation in the school's. The ordi- 
nary National school in the Free State, in 
spite of the best efforts of the teachers, was 
a scandal to civilisation, with virutally no 
sanitation. He also was of opinion that it 
would be a very good thing if hot baths were 
installed in every school, as there was no- 
thing more important in the education of 
children than cleanliness, He also was in 
favour of providing washing basins in each 
school and “a good nurse for every six 
schools to see that the children were kept 
clean.” 

There were people in this country who 
thought that a distinct language was essential 
to nationality, but he did not know how such 
an idea got into people's heads. Some forty 
years ago he attempted to learn Irish, 
but found that he was badly had, as 
it was stated on as good authority as Dr. 
MacNeill that the early Celts spoke a tongue 
closely akin to Latin. H there was a possi- 
bility of restoring Gaelic in Treland as a 
spoken language he would be inclined to give 
it favourable consideration, but he saw no 
chance of that. He believed that a lot of 
money and energy was being wasted that 
could be better spent. 


“ JOBBERY.”’ 


Preference had been given to doctors and 
dentiste who had a knowledge of Irish, which 
was nothing less than jobbery. The great 
objection was the using of Gaelic as a medium 
through which. other subjects were taught to 
the children, who to-day were not taught as 
well as the children of thirty years ago, when 
the ‘‘ three R’s.”’ were taught. and Greek and 
Latin ropts were taught, He thought that 
the neglect of classical education at 
present time was a disaster. He believed 
that, the standard for scholarsbips was not 
hich enourh.*

WRONG METHODS. 


PROFESSOR THRIFT’S VIEW. 


Professor THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) said that the methods adopted by the 
late and the present Government of develop- 
ing the Irish language and encouraging its 
growth were, he believed, totally wrong. 
Various deputies had put forward facts and 
arguments in support of their views, that the 
education of the youth of the country was 
deteriorating. 

The MINISTER (Mr, Derrig)—May I ask 
what the facts are? 

Professor THRIFT— For: example—and I 
will give you more of them later on--the 
failures that take place when children from 
primary schools present themselves for 
admission to technical schools. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Derrtz)—There is no 
proof of that. Those children may have been 
out of the primary schools for a year. 

Professor THRIFT said that the Minister 
was quite entitled to his point of view, as 
he (the deputy) was to his, but whether 
these views, held by various deputies, were 
cortect or not they could not be settled in 
this House; but the true answer to the 
question was of vital importance to the 
country. Might he suggest that the subject 
was of such importance, from all view-points, 
that they should have the matter settled 
definitely and in a way that would be accept- 
able to all parties ? 

The MINISTER—The has 
settled alreadv.

Dealing with the reports of inspectors,, he 
said that he did not wish to say one word 
against either inspectors or teachers, but was 
it not a fact that many inspectors had been 
eureinted solely because of their interest in 
the Irish language? He, therefore, urged the 
Minister to accept his suggestion for an in- 
quiry, which he put forward in all good 
aith. 


A PRINCIPLE. 


Professor ALTON (Ind., Dublin . Univer- 
sity) said that many years ago the Gaelic 
aoe protested against the teaching of 
children in the Gaeltacht through the medium 
of English. People interested in education 
agreed that this was wrong. They had a 
somewhat similar situation in Dublin to-day, 
where children, who were living in an 
English atmosphere, coming from English- 
speaking homes, were taught all their sub- 
jects through the medium of Irish. One of 
the first principles of education was to teach 
the unknown through the medium of the 
known, and he could not accept the violation 
of that principle. In Wales the text books 
used were such as to stimulate English- 
speaking children to learn Welsh or Welsh- 
speaking children to learn English. : 

He made a plea for better school buildings, 
the provision of ray grounds and proper 
sanitation. Bad schools were a terrible han- 
dicap both to the teacher and pupil. 


MINISTER REPLIES TO 
CRITICS.

THE TEACHING OF THE 
INFANT, 


Mr. THOMAS DERRIG, Minister for Edu- 
cation, said that he was rather surprised at 
the attitude of the late Minister for Educa- 
tion, who had accepted the programme laid 
down at the National Programme Conference. 
One of the leading characteristics of this was 
its insistence on the principle of teaching 
infant classes through the medium of Irish, 
Deputy Thrift also had agreed to giving 
effect to this programme. The members of 
the Conference were agreed that the one and 
only method of establishing Irish as the ver- 
nacular was the effective teaching of the 
infant. That programme had been accepted 
by the Government of the day in 1924, 


THE ATTACK, 


Deputy Dillon was responsible for the 
attack on Irish. If that deputy had not 
started the hare there would not have been so 
many at the hunt. 

Mr. DILLON—Am I to understand the 
Minister to say that. I started the attack on 
Irish ? 

The MINISTER stated that, in his opinion, 
the deputy had endeavoured to convince the 
House, and the country, that education: was 
in a particularly rotten condition, and that 
he had rsonal knowledge that education 
Lad deteriorated, and was at a preposterously 
low standard. ; 

Mr. DILLON—Is the Minister prepared tc 
answer my mestion? 

The MINISTER (continuing) said. that 
Deputy Dillon had referred to. the Irish 


taught in the schools as “ pidgin Irish,” and 


talked about the damage that it was doing 
to the children’s constitutions. Hf the meaning 
of his speech was not that the low standard 
of education was due to the Irish Janguage 
he did not know what it meant. He sug- 
gested that Deputy Dillon, if he wanted to 
help Irish, ‘should first acquaint himself with 
the facts. The facts were that Irish, outside 
the infant classes, was not the medium of 
instruction m the = national schools 
throughout the country. Only four per 
cent. of the national school children 
were being taught even two or three 
subjects through the medium of Irish, Of 
the 755 schools in the Gaeltacht of Donegal, 
Sligo and Mayo, 373 schools taught nothing 
throngh Irish, as against 382 schools which 
were teaching the main part of the pro- 
gramme throngh Irish. In the _ breach- 
thaeltacht only one per cent. of the schools 
taught through Irish. 

The aim of the programme was to extend 
the use of Irish as a medium of instruction, 
so far as _ possible consonant with the 
teacher's capacity to do so. 


TWO-TEACHER SCHOOLS. 
It had to be remembered that seventy per 


cent. of the schools were two-teacher schools, 
‘and when they considered the insanitary 


buildings, and the disadvantages teachers 
and pupils had to work under the standard 
of education was generally satisfactory. 

How were they to measure the efficiency of 
their system? Were they to go back to. the 
results system which had been abolished? If 
they were, it would be a retrograde step. Noe 
real suggestion had been made as to how 
they could gauge the efficiency of their 
system. Thirty per cent. of their teachers 
were highly efficient, 65 per cent. efficient, 
and only five per cent. not efficient. They 
had to be guided by their inspectors, many of 
whom were “teachers, trying to co-operate in 
every way possible with the teachers. 

As regards the suggestion made by Deputy 
Byrne, that primary examination should be 
made compulsory, he thought that this should 
not be done until the educational authorities 
were satisfied that it was reasonable and fair, 


GAELTACHT SCHOLARS. 


It was their policy to give the fullest oppor- 
tunity to Gaeltacht scholars to prepare them- 
selves for professional teaching, or give them 
technical training. That would take time, 
because they had not enough technical schools 
in the Gaeltacht. 

Another propesal which they were looking 
into was the training of young girls from the 
Gaeltacht in domestic economy. 


CONTINUATION. SYSTEM. 


The continuation system of education 
which was being reorgavise] in the country 
at present was not sufficiently developed to 
enable them to say definitely what ought to 
be done in regard to compulsory attendance. 
They were up against the question of big 
finance with the raising of the school age. 
Some 60,000 children left the school each 
year, and of these some 30,000 would con- 
tinne for the additional year, costing over 
£150,000. He himself was very interested 
in the continuation system which the 
jovernment was endeavouring to. spread 
throughout the country. 

The Minister appealed for mote  &aipport 
from local. committees, and said that very 
often sur who should be most interested 
in the schol work, such as employers of 
labour, were uninterested. The Department 
had allocated £120,000 for the building of 
primary schools, and if any deputy knew of 
instances where conditions were not desirable 


attention should be called to them. 


They hoped also to have provision for Irish 
in all vocational edueation schemes. 

Regarding teachers who had been dismissed 
and who bad made application for reinstate- 
ment, the Department had received sanction 
to give all such dismissed teachers their full 
rights. That matter would be ecettled satis- 
factorily in a short time.

They had not 
yet reached any decision about the position 
The Government 
was. prepared to consider that question in 
régard to the economic circumstances at the 
present time. Deputy Anthony in saying 
that a large nurmber of girl teachers awaited 
employment was not accurate. At the 
moment only nine women teachers and thirty | 
men teachers were unemployed.

MR. FITZGERALD-KENNEY’S 
CHARGE. 


On a vote of £19,577 for expenses of 
criminal prosecutions and other law ¢harges, 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (Cumann 
na nGaedheal, Mayo 8.) said that he had to 
ask the House to oppose this vote, because 
it contained the salary of the Attorney- 
General, who by his conduct since he was 
appointed to that office had shown himself 
unfitted to discharge the duties of it. The 
Attorney-General was head of the Irish Bar, 
because of the position he held, and when 
he acted in an unworthy and improper 
manner he dragged not only himself down, 
but dragged down the whole profession. The 
ofice of Attorney-General was very im- 
portant in the administration of justice. The 
Attorney-General was Law Adviser to the 
Executive Council’ but that was not his sole, 
or his most important, duty; for he was also 
responsible for the administration of criminal 
justice. Tt was hiseduty™in carryiaz out 
public prosecutions not to allow himself to 
be swaveil “by afiv’ ulterior niotives, or by 
any political considerations in deciding what 
charges should be brought, or against whom 
For that reason 
the Attorney-General had been made com- 
pletely independent of the Executive Council; 
he was not under the control of the Presi- 
dent, or of the Executive, and was himself 
solely respdénsible for prosecutions, and. for 
the form of prosecutions, He could not be 
dismissed by the President. or by the 
Executive Council, and was put in that posi- 
tion deliberately bv the laws of the country 
so that he might be able to act uninfluenced 
by political pressure of any kind. How had 
the Attorney-General carried out his duty? 
He (Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney) was going to 
give the House concrete examples showing 
how openly and barefaced the Attorney- 
General had acted in certain cases. 


: THE FIRST CASE. 


The first case to which he would allude 
was one’ in which a young man named 
McWalter was charged, or should have been 
charged, for, an attack upon the house of Mr. 
Patrick Gavin, .of Belearra, County Mayo. 
Mr. Gavin's house was attacked ly a body of 
men on the night of Monday, August 1, who 


» 


and be treated as their tender:mercies might 
direct. Mr. Gavin told the men that he would 
not come out, and that, if they attempted to 
enter his house, ‘he had firearms, and would 
use trem. ‘Ihe men, howeve, proceeded to 
break in the door. One man was coming In, 
holding an electric torch in his hand. Mr. 
Gavin fired at the torch, and the attackers 
decamped. Some time later Mr, Gavin heard 
groaning outside his house, as if a human 
‘being were in pain. He went out, and dis- 
covered McWalter lying séme thirty or forty 
yards from the house. Jt was obvious to Mr. 
Gavin that the shot he had fired at the hand 
holding the torch had struck McWalter, and, 
as was afterwards found, had penetrated his 
lungs. Mr. Gavin then acted like a very 
brave and Christian-hearted man. Not know- 
ing whether he would run into McWalter’s 
comrades where they might be ambushed, he 
mounted his bicycle and rode for the priest 
to attend the wounded man. 


THE SEQUEL. 


The sequel would surprise, the House. 
McWalter was, of course, arrested, having 
been found on the scene of the outrage, but 
no proceedings were taken against him for 
attacking or conspiring to attack Gavin's 
house. He was charged only with the minor 
offence of having @ revolyer and ammunition 
in his possession, just as if they had been 
found in his pocket as he was going along the 
road, or had been found in his house. He 
was not charged with the major crime of 
attacking Gavin's house, or conspiring to co 
it. Why. had that attack and conspiracy been 
ignored by the Attorney-General? Was it 
because McWalter was @ member of the 
1.R.A.,.and..was,..therefore, entitled to have 
the law administered differently towards him: 
Or did the.,Atterney-General approve of 
attacks by night by armed men upon i 
offensive and well-conducted citizens! 

McWalter was not alone in the attack. 
There were a number in his ‘company, who 
had arrived in a métor vehicle, and their 
names were a matter of common gossip In 
the locality. Were the names known to the 
Guards, and why was no attempt made to 
make them amenable ‘to ‘justice? There 
was a very curious and sinister aspect to the 
case. The. conspiracy..to attack Gavins 
house was ays git the town of Palla and 
its neighbourhood, and the attack was made 
on the night of August 1. ugg H“:

He hoped 
the Attorney-General would be able to assure 
the House that he had not been approached 
by anybody, and did not consult anybody 
about this case.

THE KILRUSH AFFAIR. 


Having referred to the Dempsey case in 
Dublin in support of this statement, he said 
that it was the moral duty of the Attorney- 
General to carry out his duty without fear, 
favour, or affection for the I.R.A. 

He went on to refer to what he described 
as “a still mére shocking case, the scandal 
connected with the Kilrush affair.’’ Instead 
of appointing a Commission. to inghire into 
that, the case should have been investigated 
in the ordinary wer by the District Justice. 
whose fairness conld not be impugned, and 
who could have sent the accused men for trial 
by a jury if he saw fit. The Minister for 
Justice could not have set up that Commission 
or denied fair play to the Guards unless the 
Attorney-General had conspired with him t» 
prevent the Guards getting justice. It was a 
very curious Commission, one of its members 
being a solicitor, who was standing adviser 
to the I.R.A. in Kerry. It was a tribunal 
that could do nothing else but find against 
the Guards, and the finding could not carry 
conviction to any fair-minded man. It was 
set up in circumstances that must shock and 
horrify.any person in the State with any sense 
of justice. 


THE CRIMINAL LAW. 


Continuing,’ Mr. FITZGER-:c1)-KENNEY 
said that if the Attorney-General had any 
sense of justice, and any appreciation of how 
the criminal law should be administered, he 
would have insisted that the charges would be 
investigated in the ordinary Courts of the 
lant. Such a Commission shou’! have been 
set up only at the conclusion of the Court 
proceedings. ‘The Attorney-General’s action 
was tantamount to saying that where pro- 
minent leaders of the I.R.A. were concerned 
the ordinary Courts were not to function. 
The Attorney-General had withdrawn two of 
the charges in the District Court and offered 
no evidence on the third, and, in order to 
make perfectly certain that the Guards would 
not get a fair show tefore the Commission, 
he said, in effect, to the Commission : The 
charge which the Guards were bringing 
against Gilmore and Rvran were faked 
charges. Everything possible to prejudice the 
minds of the members of the Commission had 
been done beforehand by the Attorney-General. 
if the Commission found on the evidence, 
even that reported in the newspapers, it 
should have held in favour of the Guards. 
In that event the Attorney-General will have 
proved himself absolutely unfitted for his 
post, because he would have been in the 
position of having withdrawn charges against 
men whom the Commission had found guilty. 
The Attorney-General was more on his trial 
before the Commission than were the Guards. 
He had interfered with the administration of 
justice, because he was seemingly afraid that 
certain gentlemen who refused to recogmise the 
Courts would be brought before these Courts. 


THE COMMISSION. 


Was it to be thonght that thé Attorney 
General would have taken the risk he did if 
he did not know before hand what the find- 
ings of the Commission would be? If the 
Commission's findings had been against him 
he would have had-to resign before the force 
of public opinion. They did not know how

A FALSE SUGGESTION. 


Mr. CONOR MAGUIRE (Attorney-General) 
said that in the absence of the files dealing 
with the particular cases referred to he would 
have to rely wpon his memory.

At its monthly meeting the Council of the 
Cork Incorporated Chamber of Commerce and 
Shipping had the Control of Prices Bill, 1932, 
under consideration, and made the following 
recommendations, to be sent to the Associa- 
tion of Chambers of Commerce of the Irish 
Free State :— -:

“Section 18 (2).—It should be made clear

“Section 19 (2).—This section, if un-

“Part 4.—Contracts should be exempt 
from the operation of Part 4 of the Act in a 
similar manner to their exemption from Parts 
ó and 5. 


“The Controller’s powers are too great,

given, and there is no appeal against his price 
certificate, which can only be overridden by 
a price order. The Council suggest that the 
issue of a price certificate should be an act 
of the Commission; The Council consider 
that the operations of the bill should not be 
made retrospective. ”’ 

In regard to co-operative societies the 
Council made the following recommendations : 

(1) That under no circumstances should

| from public funds; (2) that a graduated tax

Mr. C. V. McLaughlin, architect, said that 
the houses were in a most dilapidated state, 
and it was a danger to walk up the stairs, 
as the walls shook when one did so. The 
rain poured in through the roofs, and there 
was no sanitation. They could not be re- 
paired and would have to be demohshed. 

Mr. MacMenamin, solicitor, said that a 
short time ago a wall in one of the houses 
fell, and some children had a very narrow 
escape. The houses were ready to topple 
down, and had been condemned as most un- 
sanitary. 

Dr. Gormley, medical officer of health, said 
that the houses were ready to collapse, and 
the floors were rotten. 

One of the defendants, a man with six 
children, said that the Board of Health had 
agreed to erect tin bungalows, as there was 
no alternative accommodation.

Licensing Code. 


The Food and Drugs Act was criticised at 
Stranorlar District Court yesterda » when 
John MeNulty, publican, Killygordon, was 
charged with selling whiskey not up to stan- 
dard. The defendant pleaded that the 
deficiency was due to a genuine mistake. 

The Justice said that the great trouble was 
that if he convicted he would have to en- 
dorse the publican’s licence, and thereby 
put on punishment which was, In many cases 
of this kind, utterly and absolutely out of 
all proportion to the crime. That was a 
grave blot on the existing licensing code. 
The result was that they who were trying 
to administer the law had to swing the pen- 
dulum rather in favour of the offender, in 
order that he should not be unduly or un- 
fairly punished. 

He dismissed the case on the grounds of 
triviality, and ordered the defendant to pay 
the costs.

There was also evidence 
that Smith was a defendant in a receiving 
charge connected with something alleged to 
have been stolen across the Border, and about 
which there was a great deal of trouble there. 
It was also urged that Smith was obstructing 
the law in connection with his grandson, 
Bernard Mathews; that Smith was encourag- 
ing lawless behaviour, and actually procuring 
the abstention of the boy from Court. On 
none of these grounds would he refuse the 
application for the licence. 

The really serious objection to the premises, 
said the Justice, was the allegation that they 
were not properly conducted, and definite 
charges were made that the premises were 
habitually used by reputed thieves and other 
persons of bad character. One of the 
sergeants had gone so far as to describe the 
place ag “a den of iniquity,’’ and another 
Sergeant had stated on oath that the 
premises were conducted in a disgraceful 
fashion. 

In those circumstances he was bound to 
hold that the premises were not pro-verly con- 
ducted, and that they were of a very low 
type, and he felt bound in law to refuse the 
application fur the licence. 

On the application of Mr. Ward, solicitor 
for the defendant, the Justice adjourned the 
matter for a week to enable him to consider 
what could be done in the way of selling the 
premises, 

Mr. Ward said that Smith would actually 
lose between £400 and £500 by the loss of the 
licence, and that was “a terrible penalty.”’ 

The Justice @uid that he was the last to 
wish to do anyene harm, but any loss which 
the publican had suffered had been due to his 
own act,
